Coroner Zech was summoned and 
after making his customary investi- 
gation, issued the death certificate. 
A son of the dead woman, Elmer 
Blum, of York, had seen his mother 
Thursday morning and Mrs. C. C. 
Innerst saw her about 2:40 o'clock 
Thursday afternoon, when

Blum came to her home to ask the 
time. When found Mrs. Blum wore 
the same dress she had on when she 
visited Mrs. Innerst and it is be- 
lieved she took her life Thursday 
afternoon or evening.

This is the greatest death toll 


recorded since there has been a 
state department of health, and es- 
tablishes the highest rate to the 
history of the bureau of vital sta- 
tistics—a rate, of 240.6 per 100.000 
population. 
The trend has been 


steadily upward, without a break, 
since records have been kept. 


Third In 1906 


In 1906, heart disease held third 


place as a "killer." Tuberculosis and 
pneumonia were both ahead of it. 
In 1910 and again in 1920 it took 
second place, with pneumonia step- 
ping into "the lead. For the other 
years, diseases of the heart have 
had a higher mortality than any 
other cause of death. It favors 
neither city nor countryside, since 
figures show that its ravages are 
fairly evenly distributed as between 
urban and rural. 


When It comes to the considera- 


tion of the age periods at which 
heart disease is the most deadly, 'it 
is known that as age increases, j j 
heart disease gains.to importance 
as a cause of death. More than one- 
half the total number reported, were 
65 years of age, or over. Advancing 
into the years beyond 65, the group 
of diseases that affect the heart be- 
come more active, and take a great- 
er toll of human life. 


Youth, however, is not entirely

Sixty- 
six pedestrians were killed and 484 
non-fatally injured while crossing

intersections.

were killed crossing at street* inter­ 
sections where there was no traffic 
signal and 220 were injured. 
In the four m onth period 274 pe­ 
destrians were killed and 2,390 non­ 
fatally injured. The total killed in 
all types of motor vehicle accidents 
was 583. 
Forty-one pedestrians were killed 
and 383 non-fatally injured as a 
result 
of walking onto thorough­ 
fares 
from behind 
parked 
cars, 
thirty-nine were killed and 567 in ­ 
jured while walking or playing in 
streets. 
There 
were 
20 fatalities 
and 44 non-fatal injuries reported 
of pedestrians walking on 
rural 
highways against traffic. Eighteen 
pedestrians were killed and 22 in­ 
jured while walking w ith traffic. 
Drinking Fatal 
Twelve killed and 83 of the in­ 
jured were reported to have been 
intoxicated at the time. 
Becoming 
confused in traffic was blamed for 
138 fatal and 1.322 non-fatal acci­ 
dents.

There is no good reason why any 
property owner who makes every ef­ 
fort to have an attractive lawn and 
ornam ental 
plantings 
should 
be 
troubled by dogs of careless owners, 
officials of the bureau of animal in­ 
dustry, Pennsylvania departm ent of 
agriculture, said today. 
In a letter addressed to all mayors 
and burgesses in the commonwealth, 
the bureau points out that the 
Pennsylvania dog law clearly and 
specifically charges local police of­ 
ficials with the duty to take action 
when dogs are found running at 
large, and th a t when local condi­ 
tions warrant, there is nothing in 
the state dog law to prevent councils 
from passing ordinances covering 
the control of dogs. 
"Please issue orders to your police 
to carry out their duties under the 
dog law,” the bureau advises. “This 
is especially urgent now since stray 
dogs seem to be increasing and re­ 
ports indicate considerable damage 
being caused to lawns and gardens 
as well as to a large number of per­ 
sons being bitten by such dogs.” 
The local officials are reminded 
th at the m ajority of citizens will 
appreciate and support any action 
which the local government may 
take along these lines for the pro­ 
tection of their citizens and prop­ 
er ty. 
Too many local officials and 
police have the habit of "passing 
the buck” to the state, when they 
themselves are the ernes charged 
under the law to control stray dogs.

No Magnitude, 
Bright In June

(Professor of Astronomy, University 
of Illinois) 
Urbana. III. <AP>—When someone 
is referred to as a "star of 
the 
first magniture" he is being praised 
only moderately after all. For there 
are stars still brighter. 
Vega is an 
example. 
This great blue star is 
visible In the east in the evening 
skies of June. 
Vega is a star of the zero mag­ 
nitude. 
It is the brightest star in 
the summer skies. There are three 
stars still brighter, 
but 
none 
of 
them Is in view at this 
season, 
There are a million million stars 
fainter than Vega in our Milky Way 
system alone. 
Brightness Is Described 
Astronomers designate the bright­ 
ness of a star by giving the num ­ 
ber of its magnitude. Their rule is 
simple. 
A star of zero magnitude is 
2' a times brighter than one of the 
first magnitude; a first magnitude 
star is 2‘* times brighter than a 
second magnitude star, and so on. 
Altair is a star of the first mag­ 
nitude. 
Below Vega and a little to 
the right in the eastern sky it is 
above the horizon 
after 9 ocllck. 
This bright star is recognized easily 
as the middle one of three in line 
rather close together. 
The bright star.Deneb, at the top 
of the Northern Cross in the north­ 
east is one of the fainter first mag­ 
nitude stars. So adao is Antares 
which is seen rising in the south­ 
east at 9 o’clock. Antares is the red­ 
dest of the bright stars visible at this 
season.

Urbana, III. (AP)—When someone 


is referred to' as a' ",'star of the 
first magniture" he is being praised 
only moderately after all. For there 
are -stars still brighter. Vega is an 
example. 
This great blue star is 


visible in the east in the evening 
skies of June.

Vega is .'a star of the zero mag- 


nitude. It is the brightest star in 
the summer skies. There are three 


1 stars -still Brighter, but 
none of 


them is: in view." at this season. 
There are a million million stars 
fainter than Vega in our Milky Way 
system, alone. 


Brightness Is Described 


Astronomers designate the bright- 


ness of a star by. giving the num- 
ber ;of its magnitude. Their rule is 
simple., A star of zero magnitude is 
2Vi times brighter than one of .the 
first magnitude; a first magnitude 
star is 2% times brighter than a 
second-magnitude star, and so on. 
„ Altair is. a star of the/first mag- 
nitude; Below Vega and a little to 
the right, in,the eastern sky it is 
above, the .horizon ••.-after. 9 o'click. 
Tfiis bright ..star, is recognized easily 
as",the~miadle .one.of-three in line 
r&ther close :together. 


:The bright star.Deneb, at the top 


of the Northern Cross in the north- 
east, is-one of the fainter first mag- 
nitude stars. So adso. is Antares 
which is seen rising in the south- 
east at :9 o'clock. Antares is the red- 
dest of-the bright stars visible at this 
season. It belong to.the constella- 
tion Scorpius, a-formidable array of 
stars when it is completely in view 
in the south.at a later hour.

The w arning issued recently by 
the departm ent of labor and indus­ 
try to employers of the state who 
failed to take out workmen’s com­ 
pensation 
insurance 
has brought 
results in practically 75 per cent of 
the cases reported, according to Dr. 
A. M. N orthrup, secretary of labor 
and industry. 
The law provides th a t every em­ 
ployer, regardless of the num ber of 
employes, m ust take out insurance 
to cover his possible compensation 
liabilities, unless exem ption is se­ 
cured 
from 
the 
departm ent 
of 
labor and industry. 
Failure to in­ 
sure carries a fine and the possi­ 
bility of im prisonm ent, plus cost of 
prosecution. 
“Costly Experience” 
■Although many employers saw 
the wisdom of following the advice 
of the departm ent of labor and in­ 
dustry and have now 
taken 
out 
workm en’s compensation insurance 
as required by law, some few still 
prefer to learn through bitter and 
costly experience. 
"R ecently I cited the case of a 
smal restaurant keeper who failed 
to take out com pensation insurance. 
A ginger ale bottle exploded lodging 
a piece of glass in a waitress* eye 
which later necessitated removal of 
the eye. 
T he employer was faced 
with a $2,500 law suit because he 
had failed to comply w ith the law 
Example Cited 
"This story with its obvious warn 
ing was circulated widely in the 
newspapers of the state. 
Letters 
were sent by the labor departm ent 
to every employer reported as not 
having taken out compensation in ­ 
surance. 
Yet in spite of the pub 
licity given to this case, a second 
case alm ost identical in character 
has come before me during the past 
week. 
Another small 
restaurant 
keeper through negligence or with 
a false idea of economy did not take 
out 
accident 
insurance. 
One of 
his witnesses fell while carrying a 
tray of dishes and sustained a deep 
cut in her hand. In addition to be­ 
ing unable to work for six m onths 
she has suffered the perm anent loss 
of the left thum b and paralysis of 
the first finger. 
The case is still 
pending but the employer will be 
compelled to pay compensation to 
the girl and in addition a probable

W hen our forefathers grew small 
russet

cider, little would they have wor­

today with large richly flavored ap ­ 
ples, free of all blemishes, in keen 
competition for a profitable m ar­ 
ket, tile viewpoint is entirely dif­ 
ferent, according to the Pennsylva­ 
nia departm ent of agriculture. 
An example of this present-day 
viewpoint is the m ovem ent to eradi­ 
cate red cedar trees in tile vicinity 
of extensive planting of apple or- 
! chards. The reason for this work is 
th at red cedar trees are the source 
of an infectious disease known as 
cedar apple rust which disfigures, 
blemishes and injures the quality of 
tile fruty and ham liers the normal 
functioning of the foliage. 
While 
there are several distinct species of 
cedar apple rust, is is believed th a t 
tile principal dam age to the atypic 
is being caused by a species some­ 
times referred to as a quince rust, 
which on the apple infects only the 
fruit. 
Disease Marks 
The common cedar apple rust 
produces gall-like growths some­ 
times referred to as cedar apples 
on the red cedar, and infects both 
the foliage and fruit of the apple. 
The only known practical method 
of control for ceda** apple rust is to 
remove one of the hosts on which 
tile disease alternates. Tile disease 
passes 
back 
and 
forth regularly 
from the red cedar to certain va- 
rities of apples. 
Most of the com­ 
mo nvarieties of apples appear to 
be more or less susceptible to one or 
the other, or possibly to both spe­ 
cies of this fungus
